Granted to the Oil Trust— Attorneys 


for

Washington, Jan. 25.— By insisting 
that the Standard Oil company re­ 
ceived rebates of from 5 to 2% cents 
per hundred on a rate of l l cents per 
hundred, and following this with the 
statement that certain waybills which 
he had examined led him to believe 
that “blind” hills were made out and 
later filled in, Deputy Commissioner 
of Coporations E. Dana Durand paved 
the way for some strenuous differ­ 
ences between Attorney Frank B. Kel­ 
logg for the government and Attorney 
Rosenthal for the oil company. 
The 
testimony was given in the hearing 
before State Exam iner Judge Frank­ 
lin, before wrhom the government is 
laying the foundation of its case for 
the annulment of the company’s char­ 
ter. 
Mr. 
Durand 
was 
on 
the 
stand 
throughout the day testifying to rates 
given the Standard Oil company, par­ 
ticularly by the Eastern Illinois and 
Illinois Central railroads, and identify­ 
ing way bills of shipments of oil made 
to various points In the Southern ter­ 
ritory from Whiting, Ind. 
A sharp difference of opinion arose 
between counsel for the government 
and counsel for the Standard Oil. Mr. 
Durand testified that certain way bills 
w’hich he had examined personally in 
the office of the Illinois Central rail- 
wav bore two kinds of handwriting in 
different kinds of ink, from which fact 
he was led to infer that “blind” hill­ 
ing had been put in and afterwards 
the

in the way hills. To this testimony Mr 
Rosenthal, counsel for the Standard, 
objected, insisting that the inference 
of Mr. Durand was not competent evi­ 
dence. He said that Mr. Durand might 
testify competently to the fact that he 
saw different handwritings in differ­ 
ent inks on a bill, but that his infer­ 
ence was not evidence. 
After an informal discussion among 
the attorneys it was agreed that the 
evidence should be submitted, but that 
counsel for the defendants should have 
opportunity to check up all papers and 
documents submitted from the files 
of the railroad, with subsequent op­ 
portunity to cross-examine the witness 
on the evidence so submitted. 
Mr. Durand presented in his testi­ 
mony the various freight tariffs filed 
with the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion relating to rates paid by the 
Standard Oil company for the trans­ 
portation 
of 
oil, 
particularly 
from 
Whiting, Ind., to Evansville, Ind., and 
East St. Louis. 
T he t a r i f f termed official showed 
that the rate on oil was generally l l 
cents per hundred pounds. 
The con­ 
tention of the government’s counsel, 
Frank B. Kellogg, was that the rail 
roads gave the Standard Oil company 
a rebate, or a special rate, which made 
the rate paid by the Standard no more 
than 8Vi cents per hundred pounds, 
and in some instances not more than 
6 cents per hundred pounds.
